Free-Port. 

Out invaluable cbtemporary the Press, 
like q quack in medicine, has discovered a 
sugar-coated pill with which to euro all the 
ills the Colony is heir to, This sweet-coated, 
morsel is sifnply to do away with our freo- 
port and impose a tariff. No ono but " the 
greatest political economists" could have 
made such astartling discovery. Out- mer- 
chants, farmers, and property-holders have 
really been, stone-blind to their own 
int0:ests, till the Oracle pointed it out. 
Quacks in political economy, we fear, will be 
like quacks in medicine ; the latter have 
never been enabled to gel regular praction- 
ersto recognise tho efficacy of sugar-coated 
pills, and we fear onr commercial men will 
be as slow to see the advantages of a tariff. 
We are told by the Oracle that " our present 
stagnation is very , imicli due.to" our free - 
port. "Our present stagnation" doubtless 
refers to the town ; and therefore inferontial- 
ly to our colerhporary. It would bo a sad 
loss, certainly, were it on its last legs.^ But 
we deny that any stagnation is caused here 
by our free-port. It is the free-port which 
gives greater vitality to Victoria than to 
Portland, Olympia, Port '{owneend, or oven 
New Westminster, with their tariffs. 
Whatever slackness in the retail trade is fell 
here, is only temporary ; and is entirely at- 
tribu. able at present to the miners leaving 
the town for Cariboo. Periodical dulness 
occurs in every commercial mart, and we sec 
no Rood reason why we should escape them, 
any more than avoid the ever-recurring sea- 
hods. But to attribute a temporary dulness 
to the free-port when the real causes are 
apparent, is the height of absurdity; and to 
adopt a tariff would be frauuht with the 
most disastrous consequences. 

The PrtSS would have US believe that the 
stability of Victoria depends upon the far- 
mers. The very reverse. The prosperity 
ol cur farmers depends on the commerce of 
Victoria. Build up here a large commer- 
cial city, and our farmers have a market 
at their "door. Check the growth of the town, 
and the farmers' market is diminished. 
The area of our agricultural lands is not 
extensive enough to build up a large city 
here. Therefore, it is our policy to advance 
in the path Nature has marked out— that is, 
a marali'me and commercial destiny. The 
less shackles are imposed on commerce the 
more it flourishes. Protectionists have 
argued that England's commanding supe- 
riority i« due to the restrictions she placed 
on trade. On the contrary, with every re- 
peal of n restriction on her commerce, she 
has made still greater strides as the central 
commercial emporium of the world. Hie 
most commanding intellects of the day are 
urging laiulaii.l as fast as possibLe toward 
direct taxation,— of winch Cobden may be 
taken as the exponent. Wero it not that old 
usages are almost impossible to eradicate, a 
sweeping alteration wool 1 occur in Greal 
Britain as to the mode of raisin- revenue. 
Here, then, where we have a fair start- 
trade unshackled— it would bo suicidal to 
shackle our commerce lo effect the impossi- 
ble, and thus cheek our prosperity,

ital is roquired to do business where there 
are no duties ; and were money not paid out

country. Nonsenso ! "Were Ihere a tariff 
there would bo warehouses and drawbacks. 
If goods were sent away in bond, no duty 
would be paid ; and if no duly were paid, 
how much would it directly increase tho 
revenue and benefit the country ? It would 
add nothing to something and be something 
still. 

Were we producers or manufacturers, wo 
could understand Mill's logic But we are 
neither. We import; and export what we 
import. That is at present our chief busi- 
ness, and our only foreign business. A 
tariff would check that business ; therefore, 
it should be avoided, except we wish to in- 
dict ruin on the country. 



The Grain Crop of the Pacific. 

The abundant yield of last year's crop of 
cerals on this coast, has opened a channel of 
trade for California and Oregon produce tho 
mere mention of which, a few short years 
ago, would have called up a smile of de- 
rision, and caused the parly lo be regarded 
us a fit subject for a lunatic asylum. We 
have before directed attention to tho fact 
that heavy shipments of grain and flour 
were being made to England ami Ireland 
from San Francisco. Recent advices from 
these countries say that advance shipments 
uf Hour had reached their destinations, and 
had found a ready inurket at nearly four 
cents per pound. Great Britain requires fur 
home consumption yO,0;)f>,OaO barrels of 
flour per annum, of which amount, owing to 
an unfavorable season, she was short just 
S,000,GOO barrels. In this emergency, the 
attention of produce dealers was turned to 
the Atlantic Slates of America and <o Can- 
ada, to make up the deficiency ; but it was 
found, after a few heavy shipments from 
those places had been made, that they 
themselves had no more than enough to 
carry their inhabitants safely through to the 
next harvest. As a very natural conse- 
quence, the price of flour anil grain advanced 
materially in the East, and Ureal Britain 
was compelled to look elsewhere for supplies. 
A small earg) was sent lYom San Francisco 
lo Liverpool last summer as an experimental 
shipment. It found a ready market there 
and since that period a large number of 
grain-laden vessels have been sent around 
the Horn to different porta in Great Britain. 
I The cli| per sh ps Miirbs, Ocean Telegraph, 
Great Republic and llalianl have recently 
sailed from San Francisco tor Liverpool, 
London and Cork, with fall cargoes; and 
others are preparing to follow. Strange as 
it may seem, Hour is cheaper in Victoria to- 
I day than it is in any part tf Europe, Canada, 
or the Atlantic States; and nearly the whole 
of our produce is imported from the neigh- 
boring foreign country. Who knows but 
our coast, with its genial climate, productive 
soil, and industrious population, may event- 
ually become the greatest grain growing, 
as it is now the greatest gold-producing 
section of the world. The immense returns 
for last year's labor of the husbandmen of 
California and Oregon, gives morn for a hope 
uf this kind; ami with the lands of our Col- 
ony settled up by thrifty and energetic 
settlers, under the, one dollar pec acre pre- 
, emptied system, but a very short space of 
I time cast elapse before we shall come in 
1 for our share of the export produce bosi- 
j ness. 

Neo-Chbistiahity.— We observe, by the 
Tan.es of March 1st, that a Convocation of the 
clergy of the Church of England has been 
sitting, and among other subjects brought 
under consideration were the Essays and 
Review* published by Dr. Temple. !>r Wil-
